You must use the Patons brand recom- 
mended above to be sure of a successful 
result. 

MEASUREMENTS 

To fit 17-19 inch chest. Length from top 
of shoulder, 9 ins. Sleeve seam, ins. 

These instructions apply to the above 
measurements only; adaptations to other 
sizes are not available. 

TENSION 

sts. and 9J rows to one square inch on 
No. 10 needles, measured over stocking 
stitch. See below for how to check your 
Tension, and Abbreviations. 



Where wool forward occurs twice in suc- 
cession, on the following purl row purl 
first wool forward in the ordinary manner, 
then purl into the back of second wool 
forward. 

Using two No. 1 1 needles, commencing 
at neck edge cast on 59 sts. 

Work Picot edge as follows: — 

1st row — K. 

2nd row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 

3rd row — K.l, ♦ w.f., K.2 tog., rep. 
from ♦ to end. 4th row — As 2nd. 

5th and 6th rows — As 1st and 2nd. 

7th row — Make hem by knitting tog. 
one stitch from needle and one loop 
from cast-on-edge all across row. 

Next row — K.l, P. to last st, K.l. 

Next row — (on which holes for ribbon 
are worked)— K.l, (w.f., K.2 tog., K.2) 
6 times, w.f., K.2 tog., K.l , (w.f., K.2 tog.) 
twice, K.l, (w.f., K.2 tog., K.2) 6 times, 
w.f., K.2 tog. 

Next row — K.l, P.2 tog., P. to last st., 
K.l (58 sts.).

HOW TO CHECK YOUR 
TENSION 

Before you knit these designs check your 
tension carefully. Take a pair of No. 10 



needles and some Patons Beehive Baby 
Wool, Patonised. Cast on 15 sts. and 
work in stocking stitch-1 row knit; 1 row 
purl — for 19 rows. Cast off; press lightly 
on wrong side. The tension should be 7i 
stitches and 9^ rows to one square inch 
and the knitted square should measure 2 
inches each way. If the square is bigger 
your work is too loose; try a size finer 
needle. If it is smaller your work is too 
tight; try a size coarser needle. If you knit 
to the correct tension in stocking stitch, 
you will knit naturally to the correct 
tension for any stitch in this booklet. If 
you alter the needles to obtain the 
correct tension in stocking stitch, 
corresponding alterations must be made 
to the needles throughout. 
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Work lace Yoke as follows: — 

1st row— K.1, ♦ K.3, w.f., KB.l., w.f., 
K.3, rep. from * to last st, K.l (74 sts.). 
2nd and every alt. row — K.l, P. to last 
St, K.l. 

3rd row— K.l, ♦ K.4, w.f., KB.l, w.f., 
K.4, rep. from ♦ to last st, K.l (90 sts.). 
5th row— K.1, * K.5, w.f., KB.l, w.f., 
K.5, rep. from * to last st., K.l (106 sts.). 
7th row — K.l, ♦ K.6, w.f., KB.l, w.f., 
K.6, rep. from * to last st., K.l (122 sts.). 
9th row— K.1, * sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.5, 
w.f., KB.l, w.f., K.5, K.2 tog., rep. 
from ♦ to last st., K.l (122 sts.). 

11th row— K.l, ♦ sl.l, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.4, 
w.f., K.1, w.f., KB.l, w.f., K.1, w.f., 
K.4, K.2 tog., rep. from * to last st., 
K.1 (138 sts.). 



13th row — K.l, ♦ sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
K.4, w.f., K.2, w.f., KB.l, w.f., K.2, 
w.f., K.4, K.2 tog., rep. from ♦ to last 
st., K.l (154 sts.). 

15th row — K.l, * sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
K.4, w.f., K.3, w.f., I^.l, w.f., K.3, 
w.f., K.4, K.2 tog., rep. from ♦ to last 
st., K.l (170 sts.). 

17th row— K.l, * w.f., sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
(K.4, w.f.) twice, KB.l, (w.f., K.4) 
twice, K.2 tog., rep. from * to last st., 
w.f., K.1 (195 sts.). 

19th row — K.l, * K.l, w.f., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.4, w.f., K.ll, w.f., K.4, 
K.2 tog., w.f., rep. from * to last 2 sts., 
K.2 (211 sts.). 

21st row— K.l, * K.2, w.f., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.4, w.f., sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.7,

Width all round at underarm, 19 ins.

TENSION 

sts. and 9^ rows to one square inch on 
No. 10 needles, measured over stocking 
stitch. See page 2 for how to check your 
Tension, and Abbreviations. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Cast on 67 sts. 

1st row — K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from 
* to end. 

2nd-6th row — Rep. 1st row 5 times, 
inc. 1 St. at beg. of last row (68 sts.). 

*♦ 7th row— K.l, (P.1, K.l) twice, K.l, 
K.2 tog., * K.4, w.f., K.l, w.f., K.2, 
K.3 tog., rep. from * to last 10 sts., K.4, 
w.f., K.l, w.f., K.2, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.l. 
8th and every alt. row — K.l, P. to last 
5 sts., K.l, (P.1, K.l) twice. 

9th row — K.l, (P.1, K.l) twice, K.l, 
K.2 tog., * (K.3, w.f.) twice, K.l, 
K.3 tog., rep. from * to last 10 sts., 
(K.3, w.f.) twice, K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.1., K.l. 
11th ro^K.l, (P.l, K.1) twice, K.l, 
K.2 tog., ♦ K.2, w.f., K.5, K.3 tog., 
rep. from ♦ to last 10 sts., K.2, w.f., 
K.5, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.1. 

13th row — ICl, (P.l, K.l) twice, K.l,

K.3 tog., rep. from * to last 9 sts., (K.l, 
w.f.) twice, K.4, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.l.

17th row — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice,

rep. from * to last 10 sts., (w.f., K.5) 
twice. 

18th row — K.l, P. to last 5 sts., K.l, 
(P.l, K.1) twice.** 

Rep. from ** to ** 3 times more, then 
from ** to 17th row once. 

Next row — K.l, * P.2 tog., P.3 tog., 
rep. from * to last 7 sts., P.2 tog., K.l, 
(P.l, K.l) twice. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row — K.l, * P.l, K.l, rep. from 
* to end. 

2nd-4th row — As 1st row. 

5th row — K.l, P.l, K.l, w.f., K.2 tog. 
(thus forming buttonhole), * P.l, K.l, 
rep. from * to end. 

6th-8th row — Rep. 1st row 3 times. 

9th row — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, (K.2, 
inc. in next st.) 7 times, (K.l, inc. in next 
St.) twice, K.l (40 sts.). 

10th row — K.l, P. to last 5 sts., K.l, 
(P.l, K.l) twice. 

11th row — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, K. to 
end. 

12th and 13th rows — As 10th and 11th. 

Shape armhole as follows : — 

14th row — Cast off 3, P. to last 5 sts., 
K.l, (P.l, K.1) twice. 

15th row — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, K. to 
last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 

16th row — K.l, P.2 tog., P. to last 5 sts., 
K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice. 

17th row — K.l, P.l, K.l, w.f., K.2 tog., 
K. to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 

18th row — K.l, P. to last 5 sts., K.l, 
(P.l, K.l) twice. 

19th row — K.l, (P.l, K.l) twice, K. to 
last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 
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Rep. 18th and 19th rows once. 

Keeping moss stitch border correct, 
work 21 rows without shaping, working 
a buttonhole as before on 8th and 



following 12th row. 

Shape as follows: — 

Next row — Cast off 11, K.l, K.2 tog., 
K. to end. 
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Next row — K.l, P. to last 3 sts., P.2 tog., 
K.1, 

Next row — K.l, K.2 tog., K. to end. 
Next row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 

Shape shoulder as follows: — 

1st row — K.l, K.2 tog., K. to last 5 sts., 
turn. 

2nd and 4th rows — P. to last st., K.l. 

3rd row — K. to last 11 sts., turn. 

5th row — K. to end. 

Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT 

Cast on 67 sts. 

1st row — K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from 

* to end. 

2nd-6th row — Rep. 1st row 5 times, 
inc. 1 st. at end of last row (68 sts.). 

** 7th row— K.1, K.2 tog., ♦ K.4, 
w.f., K.l, w.f., K.2, K.3 tog., rep. from 

* to last 15 sts., K.4, w.f., K.l, w.f., 
K.2, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.2, (P.1, K.1) twice. 
8th and every alt. row — K.l, (P.1, K.l) 
twice, P. to last st., K.l. 

9th row — K.l, K.2 tog., * (K.3, w.f.) 
twice, K.l, K.3 tog., rep. from ♦ to last 
1 5 sts., (K.3, w.f.) twice, K. 1 , K.2tog.t.b.l., 
K.2, (P.1, K.1) twice. 

11th row — K.l, K.2 tog., * K.2. w.f., 
K.5, K.3 tog., rep. from * to last 15 sts., 
K.2, w.f., K.5, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.2, 
(P.1, K.1) twice. 

13th row — K.1, K.2 tog., * (K.l, w.f.) 
twice, K.4, K.3 tog., rep. from ♦ to last 14 
sts., (K.l, w.f.) twice, K.4, K.2 tog.t.b.1., 
K.2, (P.1, K.1) twice. 

15th row — K.l, K.2 tog., * (w.f., K.3) 
twice, K.3 tog., rep. from * to last 14 sts., 
(w.f., K.3) twice, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.2, 
(P.1, K.1) twice. 

17th row — K.2 tog., ♦ w.f., K.5, w.f., 
K.2, K.2 tog., rep. from ♦ to last 15 sts., 
(w.f., K.5) twice, K.l, (P.1, K.l) twice. 
18th row — K.l, (P.1, K.l) twice, P. to 
last st., K.!.** 

Rep. from *♦ to 3 times more, then 
from ** to 17th row once. 

Next row — K.l, (P.1, K.l) twice. 

* P.2 tog., P.3 tog., rep. from ♦ to last 
3 sts., P.2 tog., K.l. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row — K.l, ♦ P.1, K.l, rep. from 

* to end. 



2nd-8th row — As 1st row. 

9th row — K.l, (inc. in next st., K.l). 
twice, (inc. in next st., K.2) 7 times, 
K.l, (P.1, K.l) twice (40 sts.). 

10th, 12th and 14th rows— K.l, (P.1, 
K.l) twice, P. to last st., K.1. 

11th row — K. to last 4 sts., (P.1, K.l) 
twice. 

Shape armhole as follows: — 

13th row — Cast off 3, K. to last 4 sts., 
(P.1, K.1) twice. 

15th and 17th rows — K.l, K.2 tog., K. 
to last 4 sts., (P.1, K.l) twice. 

16th row — K.l, (P 1, K.l) twice, P. to 
last 3 sts., P.2 tog., K.l. 

18th row — K.1, (P.1, K.l) twice, P. to 
last st., K.l. 

19th row — K.l, K.2 tog., K. to last 
4 sts., (P.1, K.l) twice. 

Rep. 18th and 19th rows once. 

Keeping moss st. border correct, work 
20 rows without shaping. 

Shape neck as follows: — 

Next row — Cast off 11 sts., P. to last st., 
K.1. 

Next row — K. to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l . 
Next row — K.l, P.2 tog., P. to last st., 
K.1. 

Next row — K. to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 
Next row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 

Next row — K. to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 

Shape shoulder as follows: — 

1st row — K.l, P. to last 5 sts., turn. 

2nd row — K. 

3rd row — K.l, P. to last 11 sts., turn. 

4th row — K. 

Cast off. 

BACK 

Cast on 123 sts. 

1st row — K.l, ♦ P.1, K.l, rep. from 
* to end. 

2nd-6th row — As 1st row. 

** 7th row— K.1, K.2 tog., * K.4, w.f., 
K.l, w.f., K.2, K.3 tog., rep. from ♦ to 
last 10 sts., K.4, w.f., K.l, w.f., K.2, 
K.2 tog.t.b.1., K.l. 

8th and every alt. row — K.l, P. to last 
st., K.1. 

9th row — K.1, K.2 tog., * (K.3, w.f.) 
twice, K.l , K.3 tog., rep. from * to last 10 
sts., (K.3, w.f.) twice, K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.1., 
K.1. 
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11th row— K.1, K.2 tog., ♦ K.2, w.f., 
K.5, K.3 tog., rep. from * to last 10 sts., 
K.2, w.f., K.5, K.2 tog.t.b.1., K.l. 

13tt row— K.1, K.2 tog., * (K.l, w.f.) 
twice, K.4, K.3 tog., rep. from ♦ to last 
9 sts., (K.l, w.f.) twice, K.4, K.2 tog.t.b.1., 
K.1. 

15th row — K.l, K.2 tog., (w.f., K.3) 
twice, K.3 tog., rep. from * to last 9 sts., 
(w.f., K.3) twice, K.2 tog.t.b.1., K.l. 
17th row — K.2 tog., ♦ w.f., K.5, w.f., 
K.2, K.2 tog., rep. from * to last 10 sts., 
(w.f., K.5) twice. 

18th row— K.1, P. to last st, K.l.** 
Rep. from ** to ** 3 times more, then 
from ** to 17th row once. 

Next row — * P.3 tog., P.2 tog., rep. 
from * to last 3 sts., P.3 tog. 

Proceed as follows : — 

1st row — K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from 

* to end. 

2nd-8th row — As 1st row. 

9th row — (K.l, inc. in next st.) 4 times, 
K.1, (inc. in next st., K.2) 10 times, 
(inc. in next st., K.l) 5 times (68 sts.). 
10th row — K.1, P. to last st, K.l. 

11th row — K. 

12th row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 

Shape armholes as follows: — 

Cast off 3 sts., at beg. of next 2 rows. 
Continue in stocking stitch, dec. 1 st. at 
both ends of every row until 56 sts. 
remain, then every alt. row until 52 sts. 
remain. Work 23 rows without shaping. 

Shape shoulders as follows: — 

1st row — K. to last 5 sts., turn. 

2nd row — P. to last 5 sts., turn. 

3rd row — K. to last 1 1 sts., turn. 

4th row — P. to last 1 1 sts., turn. 

5th row — K. to last 17 sts., turn. 

6th row — P. to last 17 sts., turn. 

7th row — (K.2 tog., K.2) 4 times. 

K.2 tog., K. to end. Cast-off. 

SLEEVES 

Cast on 29 sts. 

1st row — K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from 

* to end. 

2nd-18th row — As 1st row. 

19th row — K.l, * K.l, inc. in next st., 
rep. from * to last 2 sts., K.2 (42 sts.). 
20tfa row— K.1, P. to last st., K.l. 



Continue in stocking stitch, inc. 1 st. at 
both ends of 7th and every following 
6th row until there are 48 sts. 

Continue without further shaping until 
work measures 4^ ins. from beg., finish- 
ing at end of a P. row. 

Shape top as follows : — 

Cast off 1 st. at beg. of every row until 
32 sts. remain, then 2 sts. at beg. of 
every row until 24 sts. remain. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row — K. to last 2 sts., turn. 

2nd row — P. to last 2 sts., turn. 

3rd row — K. to last 4 sts., turn. 

4th row — P. to last 4 sts., turn. 

Continue in this manner until 8 sts. 
remain in centre. 

Next row — K. to end. 

Next row — * P.1, P.2 tog., rep. from 
* to end. Cast off. 



COLLAR 

Cast on 79 sts. 

1st row — K.1, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to 
end. 

2nd-4th row — As 1st row. 

5th row— K.1, P.1, K.2, K.2 tog., * K.4, 
w.f., K.l, w.f., K.2, K.3 tog., rep. from 

* to last 13 sts., K.4, w.f., K.l, w.f., K.2, 
K.2 tog.t.b.1., K.2, P.1, K.1. 

6th and every alt. row — K.l, P.l, K.l, 
P. to last 3 sts., K.l, P.l, K.l. 

7th row— K.1, P.l, K.2, K.2 tog., * (K.3 
w.f.) twice, K.l, K.3 tog., rep. from * to 
last 13 sts., (K.3, w.f.) twice, K.l, 
K.2 tog.t.b.1., K.2, P.l, K.l. 

9th row— K.1, P.l, K.2, K.2 tog., * K.2, 
w.f., K.5, K.3 tog., rep. from * to last 
13 sts., K.2, w.f., K.5, K.2 tog.t.b.1., 
K.2, P.l, K.1. 

11th row — K.l, P.l, K.2, K.2 tog.,

TENSION 

1\ sts. and 9\ rows to one square inch on 
No. 10 needles, measured over stocking 
stitch. See page 2 for how to check your 
Tension^ and Abbreviations. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Cast on 51 sts. 

lst-6th row — Work in garter stitch 
(every row K.). 7th row — K. 

8th and every alt. row — K.l, P. to last 
5 sts. K.5. 

9th row — K.l 2, * w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.l., 
K.8, rep. from * to last 9 sts., w.f., 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.7. 

11th row — K.IO, * K.2 tog., w.f., K.l, 
w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.5, rep. from * to 
last St., K.l. 13th row — K. 

15th row — K.7, * w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.l., 
K.8, rep. from * to last 4 sts., w.f., 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.2. 

17th row — ♦ K.5, K.2 tog. , w.f., K. 1 , w.f., 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., rep. from * to last st., K.l.

Dec. 1 st. at armhole edge on every 
row until 35 sts. remain, then every alt. 
row until 33 sts. remain. 

Work 16 rows without shaping. 

Shape neck as follows: — 

Next row — K.l, P.21, slip next 11 sts. 
on to a stitch-holder and leave. 
Continue on remaining 22 sts., dec. 1 st. 
at neck edge on every row imtil 19 sts. 
remain, then every alt. row until 17 sts. 
remain. Work 5 rows without shaping. 

Shape shoulder as follows: — 

1st row — K.9, turn. 2nd row — P.8, K.l. 
3rd row — K. to end. 

Cast off.

w.f., K.1, w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.5, rep. 
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from ♦ to last 5 sts., K.5. 

Keeping a border of 5 sts., in garter 
stitch at front edge throughout, continue 
in patt., dec. 1 st. at beg. of every 
following 4th row until 41 sts. remain. 
Work 11 rows without shaping. 

Shape armhole as follows : — 

Next row — Cast off 3, K. to end. 

Dec. 1 St. at armhole edge on 2nd and 
every row until 35 sts. remain, then 
every alt. row until 33 sts. remain. 
Work 15 rows without shaping. 

Shape neck as follows : — 

Next row — K.22, slip remaining 11 sts. 
on to a stitch-holder and leave. 
Continue on these 22 sts. dec. 1 st. at 
neck edge on 2nd and every row until 
19 sts. remain, then every alt. row until 
17 sts. remain. 

Work 6 rows without shaping. 

Shape shoulder as follows : — 

1st row — K.l, P.8, turn. 

2nd row — K.2 tog., w.f., K.l, w.f. 

K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.4. 

Cast off. 

BACK 

Cast on 92 sts. 

lst-6th row — Work in garter stitch. 

7th row — K. 

8th and every alt. row — K.l, P. to last 
st., K.l. 

9th row — K.3, * w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.l., 
K.8, rep. from * to last 9 sts., w.f., 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.7. 

11th row — K.l, * K.2 tog., w.f., K.l, 
w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.5, rep. from * to 
last st., K.l. 

13th row — K. 

15th row — K.8, w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.l., 
rep. from * to last 2 sts., K.2. 

17th row — K.l, * K.5, K.2 tog., w.f., 
K.l, w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.1., rep. from ♦ to 
last st., K.l. 

18th row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 
19th-24th row — Rep. 7th-llth row 
once, then 8th row once. 

25th row — K.l, K.2 tog., K. to last 
3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 

26th and 28th rows-K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 
27th row — K.7, * w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.l., 
K.8, rep. from * to last 3 sts., w.f., 
K.2 tog.t.b.1., K.l. 



29th row— K.1 K.2 tog., K.2,* K.2 tog. 
w.f., K.l, w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.5, rep. 
from * to last 5 sts., K.2 tog., w.f., K.l, 
K.2 tog. 

Continue in patt., dec. 1 st. at both ends 
of every following 4th row until 72 sts. 
remain. 

Work 11 rows without shaping. 

Shape armholes as follows : — 

Cast off 3 sts., at beg. of next 2 rows. 
Dec. 1 st. at both ends of every row 
until 60 sts. remain, then every alt. row 
until 56 sts. remain. 

Work 27 rows in patt. without shaping. 
Shape shoulders as follows: — 

1st row — K. to last 9 sts., turn. 

2nd row — P. to last 9 sts., turn. 

3rd row — K.3, (K.8, w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.1.) 
twice, K.7, turn. 

4th row — P. to last 17 sts., turn. 

5th row — K.l, (K.2 tog., w.f., K.l, 
w.f., K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.5) twice, K.l 8. 
6th row — Cast off 17, P.21 (22 sts. on 
needle after cast-off). 

Cast off 17. 

NECKBAND 

Join shoulder seams. 

With right side of work facing, com- 
mencing on Right Front, slip first 1 1 sts. 
on to a needle; rejoin wool and using 
same needle knit up 12 sts. evenly along 
side of neck; (K.4, K.2 tog.) 3 times, 
K.4 across sts. of Back; knit up 12 sts. 
evenly along other side of neck; K. 
across 1 1 sts. of Left Front (65 sts.). 

K. 3 rows. 

Next row — K.3, w.f., K.2 tog., K. to end. 
K. 2 rows. Cast off. 

SLEEVES 

Cast on 30 sts. 

lst-12th row — Work in garter stitch. 
13th row — (K.2, inc. in next st.) twice, 
(inc. in next st.) 18 times, (inc. in next 
st., K.2) twice (52 sts.). 

Working as given for Back, rep. 8th-18th 
row once, then 7th-18th row twice. 
Shape top as follows: — 

Continue in patt. casting off 1 st. at beg. 
of every row until 38 sts. remain, then 
2 sts. at beg. of every row until 30 sts. 
remain. 
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Proceed as follows: — 

1st row — K. to last 2 sts., turn, 

2nd row — P. to last 2 sts., turn. 

3rd row — Work in patt. to last 4 sts., 
turn. 

4th row — P. to last 4 sts., turn. 

5th row — Work in patt. to last 6 sts., 
turn. 

6th row — P. to last 6 sts., turn. 

7th row — K. to end of row. 



8th row— (P.1, P.2 tog.) 10 times. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Using a warm iron and damp cloth press 
carefully. Using a flat seam join side and 
sleeve seams and stitch Sleeves into 
position. Attach buttons to correspond 
with buttonholes. 

Press seams.

3 times, K.6, 
w.f., sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l, K.l tog., 
w.f., K.6, (w.f., sl.l, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
w.f.) 3 times, rep. from to last 2 sts., 
KB.l, K.l (291 sts.). 

41st row— K.1, ♦ KB.l, (w.f., sl.l, 

K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., w.f.) 3 times, K.7, 
w.f., sl.l, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., w.f., K.7, 
(w.f., sl.l, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., w.f.) 3 
times, rep. from ♦ to last 2 sts., KB.l, 

K.l (291 sts.). 

Change to No. 10 needles and knitting 
St. at both ends of every row proceed in 
stocking stitch (1 row P., 1 row K.) for 
3 rows. Proceed to work first Front as 
follows: — Next row — K.48, turn. 

** Continue in stocking stitch on these 
48 sts. until work measures 4^ ins. from 
where sts. were divided at Yoke, finish- 
ing at end of a P. row.

Rejoin wool to sts. on needle. 

Next row — K.54, turn. 

Complete to match first Sleeve working 
from *♦* to end. 

Rejoin wool to remaining sts. on needle 
and complete to match &st Front. 

FRONT EDGES 

Fold over cast-off edges of Back, Front 
and Sleeves at row of holes and stitch 
to wrong side of work thus forming 
Picot edge. 



Using No. 1 1 needles with right side of 
work facing commencing at lower edge 
of Right Front, knit up 50 sts. along 
Front edge. Work Picot edge thus: — 
1st row — P. 

2nd row — K.l, ♦ w.f., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to last st., K.l. 

3rd row — P. 4th row — K. Cast off. 

Fold over edge at row of holes and 
stitch to wrong side of work. 

Complete Left Front edge to match. 



TO MAKE UP 

With wrong side of work facing, block 
fabric by pinning out round edges. 

Press lightly using a warm iron and 
damp cloth. 

Using a flat seam join side and sleeve 
seams. 

Thread ribbon through holes at neck. 
Press seams.

16th row — (K.l, P.l) twice, (P.2 tog., 
P.8) 7 times, P.2 tog., K.l, P.l, K.l. 
Cast off*. 

TO MAKE UP 

Using a warm iron and damp cloth 



press carefully. 

Using a flat seam join shoulder, side and 
sleeve seams and stitch Sleeves into 
position. Stitch Collar into position, 
placing ends to edges of Fronts. Attach 
buttons to correspond with buttonholes. 
Press seams. 



NOTE: Careful washing makes woollies last longer^ so : — 
USE warm water, mild soap and a gentle washing action. 
Rinse thoroughly. Dry at once by squeezing gently in a 
folded towel: then lay out on clean, flat surface. 

AVOID very hot water: leaving soapy water in garments: 
garments lying about wet : clothes-lines or hanging up to dry.
